WORLD PSYCHOSIS 
Dr Knrl Bowmnn of the University of Cali- 
fornia thmiM that the world of men and of 
nation.-! Li menlnHy 111, and tlint psynl^jatry 
would help It. And luiyone who know.s the 
meaning of Ihe word psychiatry, and who has 
looked serloiiflly at the Busplclon. suffering. 
Eelflahne,« and Indifference which hang like 
a cloud over that world, must jsometlmes 
suspect that the diagnosis and prescription 
are not greatly pxngRerated- 

The world's people, says Dr. Bowman, 
"have to a considerable degree a cultural 
schizophrenia which tries to avoid the un- 
pleaaant problems of the world by denying 
their ejclstence." {Schizophrenia, the dic- 
tionary states, is tt type of psychosis char- 
acterized by iosa of contact with envlron- 

, ment and by disintegration of peraonallty.l 
In support of his contention Dr. Bowman 
Bays that "there Is n very considerable per- 
centage o( lndlvldual.1 who Insist that it Is 
childish to be concerned" about the atomic 
bomb and Its threat of world annihilation. 

That statement was made before the atom- 
ic bomb test of June 30. But what we heard 
and read afterward seemed to bear It out. 

Still, we came across few people who didn't 
Eeem disappointed In the first test. Radio re- 
ception wasn't good. But, moreover, the bomb 
didn't make a big boom. That seemed more 
important than the known fact that the 
giilnea-plR fleet had been considerably dam- 
aged, and that similar bombs— though per- 
haps of greater effectlvencM — had blown the 
greater part of two cities and their Inhabl- 

. tanta to kingdom come. 

Our Impression was that people weren't 
relieved that the damage had been no worse. 
They were disappointed that a man-made 
holocaust of unprecedented horror didn't 
develop, with mighty warships vanishing into 

[ thin, air, Islands, disappearing, and the un- 

■ ,TeIlln| of some fantastic new technique of 

'■ (iblltentlng lite. 

Maybe that's "cultural schliophrenla." But 
maybe It's not so much a manifestation of 
the Impulse to run away from reality as a 
manifestation of the vicarious bloodthlrstl- 
nesa that leads the public to bullfights, to 
boxing bouts In the hope of a knockout, and 
to automobile races in the expectation that 
someone may be killed. 
Anyway, It Isn't comforting. It suggests 

' that we Americans, In the mass, were hungry 
for another horror after the horror of war. 
And there are around us other suggestions 
that we are, again In the mass, more con- 

. cemed over food shortages and a possible de- 
pression thnji we were over possible defeat 
by the axis or are now over possible loss of 
the victory. 

All this suggests that there may be some- 
thing to the Idea of a world psychosis. It sug- 
gestfi that a few good psychiatric treatments 
might, benefit most of the world's people and 
Improve the complexion of our troubled 
times. 



WHY ALL THE CONVERSATION? 

Let's hope that the city of Twin Falls— now 
that Its taxpayers have approved a $250,000 
bond Issue (or that purpose — docs not talk 
herself outcf a modem airport. 

For some strange reason. Twin Falls has 
been slow to make a place for llselt In the 
field of commercial aviation. Its chief ob- 
stacle has been a deplorably Inadequate air- 
port. 

But now, after years of careful planning, 
the acquisition of a new site that Is fully ap- 
proved by the Civil Aeronautics administra- 
tion, and the passage of a bond Issue, certain 
Twin Falls Individuals are beginning to "won- 
der" and "debate" whether the site selected 
Is the proper location for an airport. 

Naturally the north side cannot be blamed 
Jor wanting Magic Valley's major air terminal 
nearer or across the river, but If Twin Falls 
had any Ideas of changing the location It had 
In mind, It should have done bo before the 
recent bond election. As it now stands, the 
election carried with the understanding that 
the airport will be located on the property 
■ which the city recently purchased for that 
purpose. 

All thU squubbllns about the location and 
technicalities regarding CAA approval win 
get us nowhere. The CAA has given Twin 
Falls ample assurance that It will participate 
In the construction of a new airport, and that 
ours will be one of the first to be built In the 
atate. It was on the CAA'a recommendation 
that the new location was purchased by the 
city. 

So unless the people of Twin Falls wish to 
K-(ubmit ths Issue to the voters for approval 
Of bonds for an airport at some other loca- 
tion, tbey hid better go tbrough with tha 
deal as it stands. Legally it might be all right 
to cbinge locations, but inaamuch as wa hnva 
.. i.slnad7 puicbased a new location, any furth- 
' tr Uuuga would be a. breach ot laltb with 
: v/.tht'Toteti. 

Tbere'f such a thing as talking ourselves
